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BUNKER HILL CELEBRATION. 

From the A'e.a York Commercial Advertiser. 

Boston, June 18. — 1 The fiftieth anniversary of 
the battle of Bunker Hill has passed, and with a 
scene of splendour and solemn grandeur which 
must ever lie fresh in the recollections of the 
countless thousands who witnessed it. A more 
imposing scene has never been presented to an 
American eve, nor a more affecting one brought 
home to an American heart; and while patriot- 
ism has existence. our country a name, and the 
heroes of our glorious revolution a place in story. 
American bosoms will swell high with the recol- 
lection of this memo-able day. 

Contrary to the indications of the atmosphere 
on Th urs lav, the weather yesterday was very 
fine. The rain had cooled the air, and laid the 
dust. The sun rose in uncoloured majesty, and a 
richer and fresher green imparted additional 
beauty to the thick shrubbery of the city, and 
the romantic and undulating landscape of 
Charlestown, in the midst of which stands the 
hallowed height of Bunker Hill. The day was 
ushered in by o salute of 24 guns from the Navy 
Yard. And as orders had been given for an 
early formation of the procession, the whole 
town was soon alive by the universal stirring of 
its own population, the tens of thousands who 
had for three days been pouring into it from all 
directions, and the members of the numerous so- 
cieties which were to form at places previously 
designated, to join in the grand procession. 

The troops of the citv, consisting of several 
regiments, were designated to form the escort, 
and paraded in the mall, and the civil procession 
formed in Park and Beacon streets, and at ten o’- 
clock the whole moved off, passing through ma- 
ny of the principal streets to Charlestown, in 
well arranged order, the escort followed by the 
survivals of the battle of Bunker Hill, the mem- 
bers of the Monument Association the Grand 
Lodge. General Lafayf.tte. and an immense 
multitude of societies, strangers and citizens. 

The members of the several societies all wore 
their distinctive badges, and different badges 
were procured for the surviving soldiers ofthe 
battle of Bunker Hill, and those who had served 
elsewhere in the revolutionary armv. Those 
who had served at Bunker dill and elsewhere 
wore "two badges. From the length of the pro- 
cession, and the sinuous course of the streets 
there was no opportunity afforded of viewing the 
whole of it at anyone time. But bv a signal a- 
greed upon, and given on the arrival ofthe head 
ofthe procession at Charlestown Bridge, it was 
ascertained that the rear was then passing the 
Old South Meeting House, being a distance, fol- 
lowing the streets through which itpa'ceiL of a- 
bout one mile and a half, formed six and seven a- 
breast. On ascending and passing round the 
height called Breed’s Hill, which was in fart the 
fife of the American redoubt, and the immediate 
(cene of the bloodv engagement on the 17th of 
June, 1775, a magnificent spectacle was present 
te fo view, as the eye ran along the procession, 
aid glanced upon the floating banners of (he sev- 
jral societies, and the rich drosses ofthe various 
nasonic orders, the burnished arms, the embro 
jere 1 uniform and nodding illumes of the officers 
md soldiers; and last, though not least, the thou- 
jail Is of well dressed females who filled every 
yindow and piazza of Charlestown. Indeed, 
(he windows of every house in Boston fronting 
fiie strosts through which the procession moved 
were filled with the ladies, and the streets throng- 
ed with people. Aside from the usual pomp of mil- 
itary and civic possessions, the splendour of this 
was much increased by the clothing and emblems 
of the masonic fraternity, of whom there'were 
from eighteen hundred to two thousand, array- 
ed, in their various uniforms and jewels. The 
deep blue and purple sashes of the Idlver order® 
the beautiful crimson ones of the companies of 
the Koval Arch Degi-ee. and the rich black a- 
prons and ®a®hes ol the Templars, ornamented 
with silver, combined to increase the splendor of 
the display and heighten the effect. 

Arrived at the appointed place, the proces- 
sion was formed into a Hollow square, and the 
Ceremonies of laying the corner stone of the pro- 
jected monument were performed in due and 
ample form, by the most worshipful grandmas- 
ter and officers of Hie Massachusetts grand lo !gn. 
a< * >d by Gen Lafayette, and the President 
of (lie Monument Association, the lion : Daniel 
Webster. Tlifc moment these interesting cere- 
monies were completed, at a given signal the 
w elkin rang with the loud huzzas of the. assem- 
bled multitude; for it must be understood, that I 
fiiosc who composed the procession, formidable } 
as it was in length and numbers, formed but a 
small portion of the assemblage. There were, 
in addition, more than sixtv thousand freemen, 
gazing intently, and with throbbing bosoms, up 
on the solemn spectacle. 

The profession then moved, a few rods to (he 
scar, on the side ofthe hill w’he'e the British 
troop® landed to make the attack, where arrange- 
ments had been made for the delivery ofthe ad- 
dress of the President, and the religious exerci- 
ses of the day, and where seats had been provi- 
ded for the gentleme.n composing the procession, 
and lor a large number of ladies, forming a sort 
of semi-ampin theatre- On the lower side of this 
was erected a temple, ornamented w ith ever- 
greens of virions kinds, of festoons intertwined 
witli a variety ol flowers. Within this temple 
upon a platform, were seated the Governor, and 
other distinguished officers past and present, sev- ; 
eral distinguished guests from abroad, the lead- ! 
ing committees, and those who were to take part | 
m the exercises. On either side of this templet 
were wings, extending forward at an angle of a-j 
bout forty five degrees, to the distance of two \ 
hundred feet, covered with sail-cloth. and provi-i 
ded with a nts for the ladies And 1 need not j 
gay they were all fitted. The seats for those 



who formed the procession were upwards of six- 
ty, capable of holding two hundred persons each 
and these were all filled; to that there was a 
seated audience, or rather there would have 
heed, if all would have done as they should, of a- 
bout fifteen thousand persons. 

The exercises were commenced by a pious, 
fervent and patriotic prayer, by the Rev. Joseph 
Thaxter, chaplain of Col. Prescott’s regiment, 
who was in the Battle, of Blinker Ilill. The fol 
lowing beautiful hymn, written for the occasion, 
by the Rev. John Pierpont, was then sung to 
the tune of Old Hundred. 

O. is not this a holy spot! 

’Tis the high place of Freedom’s birth: 

God of our fathers! is it not 

The holiest spot of all the earth? 

Quenched is'tliy flame on Horeb’s side: 

The robber roams o’er Sinai now' ; 

And those old men, thy seers, abide

The President ofthe association Daniel Web- 
ster, Esq. then rose and pronounced an address 
ol more than an hour’s length, a sketch of which 
I have no time to give, even if it were allowable 
tor a reporter to lay his rude hands upon so splen- 
did and polished a performance. He commenced 
with a rapid and glowing allusion to the three 
great epochs which distinguished the history of 
our country; its discovery, its settlement and its 
revolution; of which latter, one of the most 
splendid events was the action fought on (he 
ground where were assembled. He noticed the 
cause which had'brought us together: to erect a 
monument in commemoration of the gallant ac-, 
tion of this day, fifty years since, and to manifest 
to succeeding generations, that we were not un- 
muidiul ol the blessingsw Inch were purchased 
at the price of so touch valuable blood. lie then 
addressed with feeling eloquence the survivors 
ot the battle, at the close paying a finished t rib- 
ute to the memory of VV irken. lie nextaddres- 
sed the survivors' of the revolution, and spoke 
in person to t lie man, who, vet alive, has passed 
uncontaminated through the vicissitudes of a 
.most appalling revolution, who all-glormusly 
| i.ide out that tempest in which empires swung 
I J 1 -? 11 ,! ! 1,11 moo, ings, and who thrice, in his event- 
i tul life, has beheld a nation bending in lowly 
[giablu.de *-’ e ^ ore him, and pouriugoiit at his feet 
the universal tribute of heartfelt admiration. 

1 hese addresses loak up rather more than 
•d! ol the ciscourse. Mr. Webster then pro- 
ceeded to some of the reflections to which the 
occasion naturally led. particularly when consid? 
ered in connexion with its effects on other na- 
tions. lie deliniated, with the discrimination ot 
the statesman and the eloquence of the orator, 
the present political ft ate of Europe, the bear- 
ings ol (be political question w hich is there at 
present agitated, and the controlling power 
which Providence has assigned to this country 
over the civilized world, lie concluded by urg- 
irigthe high patriotism, the devoted love of coun- 
try, to wdiich these considerations naturally inci- 
ted us. I lie address was delivered in clear and 
t audible tones ot voice, and with great effect not- 
withstanding the orator laboured under the fierce 
I Maze ol the sun pouring the w hole time directly’’ 
upon his uncovered head. The hursts of.ap 
piause often compelled him to pause, and the 
conclusion was followed by long and continued 
cheers.

Flint, writlen for the occasion, w as then sung to

The day went down that evening 
In glory and in tears;

The hymns were sung with great solemnity 
and the effect increased by an excellent band. 
The rich swelling tones of Old Hundred, in par 
ticular, went to the heart, and thrilled every bo- 
som. 

The exercises of the battle ground having 
been concluded, the guests and those who hail 
furnished themselves with tickets were formed 
into a procession, and moved to the summit »t 
Bunker Hill lo dine. And here a spectacle w as 
presented which baffles description. An awning 
had been erected, provided with tablesand seats 
for between four and five thousand persons. 
Four thousand four hundred plates were set, and 
one one was unoccupied. The dinner was as good 
as could be expected, considering it was emphat- 
ically provided for an army. After the cloth 
was removed, the regular toasts were drunk, 
interspersed with music, and several odes written 
for the occasion, by gentlemen who have suc- 
cessfully wooed the tuneful nine. 

“The 17th of June, 1775: The marble may 
moulder; but while a heart beats in an American 
bosom, there will be a tablet from which the re 
cord of that day’s glory shall never be effaced.” 
This toast was followed by the following orig- 
inal ode, the chorus being repeated at the end of 
every verse:- 

BY P.UFliS DAWES. 

Let Freedom’s banner swell with patriot pride! 
While Glory’s iron heralds proclaim along the

.Copy of a Letter from the Honourable Lieifenabi 

General Gage, to the Fart of Dartmouth , date ... 

Boston June 25, 1773. 

My Lord, — I am to acquaint your l.afdship of 
nu action that happened on the 17th instant, be- 
tween his Majesty's troops and a large- body ot 
the rebel forces. 

An alarm was given at break of day on jbe 
17th inst.by a filing from theLively shipofwar; 
and advice was soon afterwards received that 
the rebels had broke ground, and were raising a 
battery on the heights of -the peninsula of Char- 
lestown, against the town of Boston. They Were 
plainly seen at work, and, in a few hours, a hat 
tery of six guns played upon their works. Pit 
paralions were instantly made for landing u 
I body of men to drive them off, and. ten c mpa- 
, nies of the grenadiers, ten of light infantry, witji 
the 5th, 3Cth, 48th, and 52 d batailions, with k 
proportion of field artillery, under the command, 
of Major General Ilowe, and Brigadier General 
Pigot, were embarked with great expedition), 
and landed on the peninsula without opposition 
underthe protection of some ships of war, armed 
vessels, and boats, by whose lire the rebels were 
kept within their works. 

* The troops formed as soon as landed ; the ligl 
infantry posted outlie right; and the grenadie 
upon their left. The 5th and [30th battalioi 
drew up in the rear of those corps, and the 4 
and 52d battalions made a third line. The i 
els upon the heights were perceived tq.be In 
great force and strongly posted A redowf 
thrown up on the lfith. at night, with oifep 
works full of men, defended with cannon, anf-i 
large body posted in the houses in Charlcstom. 
covered their right flank; and their centre fo<\ 
left were covered by a breast work, part A if 
cannon proof, w hich reached from the left (/the 
redoubt to the .Mystic or Medford river. 

This appearance of the rebels’ stiengt/ani’ 
the large columns seen pouring in to theiwssis 
tance, occasioned an application for the tr-’ps jo 
lie reinforced w ith some companies of lig/mlan- 
try and grenhliers, the 47th batalionJpd the 
1st hstatlion of Marines; the whole, wli/iio ex- 
junction, making a body something a j/ve 8000 
men.

These (dev* wtere ex- 
ecuted with perseverance, un <] r ;t heavy fire 
from the vast number ofthe reb/s; am', notwith- 
standing various impediments yfi )re the troops 
could reach the works, and thegh the left under 
Brigadier General Pigot, whiAngaged also with 
the rebels at Charlestown, /hich at a critical 
moment was set on fire, thtfU'-igndicr pursued 
his point, and carried the ryoubt. 

The rebels were then faced from other strong 
holds, and pursued till t\yf were drove clear oil 
the peninsula, leaving tft pieces of cannon be 
hind them. 

The loss the rebels Astained must haw been 
considerable, from th/gieat numbers they ret- 
ried off during the ti/e of action, and buried in 
holes since discovei/d, exclusive of what they 
suffered bv the slipping and boats: near one 
hundred were buri/d the day after, and thirty 
■ found wounded in/he field', three of w hich are 
since dead.

Charlestown, and entrcar.lt upon that 
Hill. Jhst before 9oYIock, they left Cambridge 
and proceeded to Breed’s Hill, situated on the 
farther p i t of the peninsula, next to Boston; for, 
by some mistake, this hill was marked out for the 
entrenchment instead of the other. Many things 
being nbcess tVy to he done prep iratory to the en- 
trenchments being thrown up, which could riot 
be done before, least the enemy should discover 
and defeat the design, it was nearly nvelveo’clock 
before the work was entered upon.

In the articulation of these bones tbere is consider- 
able analogy to tilt: Immah vertebrae. 

Our time at tins rnonent, fot bids our entering 
into n more particular descrijition of these, inter, 
esting remains of probably a former world, " e 
are much at a loss also in the anatomical descrip- 
tion, as we can form no analogy Irom compara- 
tive anatomy, to enable us to dei i lelo what ge- 
nus this animal belonged. Thc alhivian situation 
where thev were found j'listihCs the opinion that 
they must have been deposited there by the ocean 
but at .v lint period, we are lost in conjecturing. 
To judge from the appearance ol this portion ol 
the cranium which we have seen — il this mon- 
ster was of the Balenoc specie*. His length could 
not be less than two hundred and filly leet, It is 
staled that from this place, whence these remains 
were di-d den n ed,a large carnivorous tooth was 
found, and has been carried away. It is also re- 
lated. that in the year 1799, many remains cf an- 
te diluvian reation were taki n up near this same 
place, and shipped to Europe Mr. Schofield 
ieels the most perfect conviction that he could, at 
a slight izpence, collect many more. Every 
friend of science must feel highly iuterrested m his 
exertions. We heartily wish him success; and have 
no doubt that the liberality and munificence of the 
citizens of New Oi leans will assist hnn in his praise- 
worthy exertions.

NEW LAWS. 

On our first page will he found llie system ol Ex- 
ecution Laws lately enacted- or adopted, or decreed, 
by the Judges of the Federal Court, in pursuance 
of the principle lately settled hy the Supreme 
Court at Washington. 1 hat these provisions un- 
der tie name t>f‘ Rules,’ are actually / ws in their 
effects, there can he no manner of doubt. Rut 
whether they should be called J.au's if the Umted 
States or laws of Kentucky, we are at some loss to 
determine; for while their operations is not to ex 
tend beyond Hie limits of Kentucky, they are enaet-l 
ed and promulged by officers ol the United Mates 
and apply only to proceedings in the national tribii-J 
nals. llut it is of little importance by what name 
they are called: fiu-in effect they are a plain, pal- 
pable example of Jli.DICl A L LKG1SL A'l !ON , 
verfiyingall 1 hat had been predicted hy the coun- 
try party of Kentucky relative to the strides of jti- ; 
dicial power. 

In the first section oflhis code, imprisonment for, 
debt is restored both against males and f males. , 
contrary to, the declaration of the people's repre j 
sentatives in this slate that it should he forever 
abolished. The Marshal is required to arrest the 
bodies of iden and wolnen, and deliver them to 
Kentucky jailers to he placed in closjc confinement 
unless they can give security to keep the hounds; 
which is unauthoiized by auy existing law except 



not obligatory upou the federal courts, they might 
yet adopt them if they thought proper", and the judg 
es ot Kentucky have thought proper to adopt Hie 
law of thc state. Lands are, therefore, subjected 
to sale by the Marshal ol Kentucky under no other 
authoriiy than an order of court or a rule of pro- 
ceedings. 'J he statute hac do authority until the 
court gave it authoiily hy its adoption, and we; 
need not use an argument to show that this w as as 
complete au act ot legislation as il they had origin* 
ally penned, passed and published it. 

This whole code of ‘rules’ is essentially nothing^ 
else but law. It affects liberty and propeity. Ii 
any thing like it has ever appeared in any free 
country, excepthpou the statute book, we have not! 
seen it. Ii deprivis the citizen of his liberty; it! 
subjects his property to execution. It does this in 
defiance of thc code which has been declared by! 
Hie legislature to he the laws of the state. Norl 
does it give in lieu of these laws, a system ad pted j 
to the condition of the whole American people, and| 
enac ed hy the Congress of their represenlivex, [ 
hill we have 2 men 2 pidges, dependent on another; 
government for their offices and salaries, prescrib- 
ing a code which is limited in its operation to the 
boundaries of this state. Hamilton's governors, 
appointed hy a president and senate for life, were 
only to have a negative upon thc acts of the state 
legislatures; but the federal judges , assume the 
power of enacting laws which are not eveu subject 
to a negative hy the people’s representatives! 

4Ve would say to the court party, talk of the 
Legislature assuming all the powers of government 
as much as you please, nothing in the annals of 
legislative proceedings ran come up to the defini- 
tion of despotism, at least in principle, so effectual- 
ly as these encroachments of the federal judges. 
Who makes the law or rule sub sorting us to impris- 
onment for debt and exposing ms lands to sale! 
The two federal judges. Who adjudiciates upon it 
in case ofdisputes and difficulties! The two fed- 
eral judges. Who carried them into effect iu pur- 
suance of these judicial decisions! The two led 
crad judges through their Marshal. These judges 
legislate, adjudicate and execute When did the 
abused legislature of Kentucky ever so effectually 
assume upon themselves the throe _ powcis of gov 
eminent! NEVER! They are falsely charged 
with thc very thing about which their accusers are 

guilty. 

Our old court of appeals not only declared con- 
stitutional laws vbid, except when they might suit 
the creditor's inlt-rcsor choice, but revived re- 
pealed iaws to fit their theory of obligation. It 
was last year predicted, that if this were tolerated 
we- should soon see judges exercising direct legis- 
lation. Lo. the fulfilment of Ihe prediction! 't he j 
supreme court has decided, that themselves or any 
inferior courts, may legislate, and the court in 
Kentucky ha« legislated. We do not blame these 
judges for acting; because the decision of their su- 
perior made it necessary; hilt we should not much 
relish the whole of U.e code they have given us. 
even had itcoinefrom a legitimate source. We 
would not have found much fault will; the replevin 
Sc none wilh the credit sale; but we prote-t against 
imprisonment for debt in any shape, anJ espe- 
cially against imprisonment of females. To 
evade the payment of debts when one has the a-

IIorKi.'f vili.e, June 4, 1825. 

Dlar Gkmirai.: 

Y'our |>olite letter of the 24th last month is 
now before me, and in answer thereto will give 
you a few of my ideas how ever feeble they may 
ne, ou the Constitution, so far as my recollection 
serves me, from the debates in the Convention of 
which 1 was an humble member, and Ihe limits of 
a letter will-justil’y. As to the legislative and ex- 
ecutive departments ot our gov eminent, tiiey are 
iso well established and their powers so well defi- 
ned m the Constitution, lhat ihcie needs uo ex- 
' pla nation or coin men I . Seeing that no Ii gislal iv e 

| act was necessary to bring Hiese two departments 
j into operation; and indeed it is through thesedev 1 
parlmenls alone. Ilia*, the judiciary is brought into I 
existence or ever could i are existed. The words 
shall be, requires the interposition of the legisla- 
tive and 'executive departments; nay 1 conceive it 
an lujunetioii hy which they were bound to actanfl 
thereby bring the third department into life and , 
being. Nor was it doubted in convention, when 
on this subject, hut that the two powers or depart- I 
ments had lull and compleat authority to organize, 
establish, regulate, amend, abolish, and re-orgau- 
ize the judiciary, whenever policy or prudence dic- 
tated the propriety of such a course, and that alt 
courts, ot every description, when erected or es- 
tablished by law, (as ordered by the constitution) 



were un thc same looting as lo the tenure of office, 
and lhat the name, and name o ily of the County 
Court and Court of Appeals should be ictaini d, 
hut as to the numh< r of Judges or Justices of the 
peace, they are alone regulated by law, which was 
well understood in convention and uever doubted 
hy any member of that body. Nay, further, in ar- 
gument il was admitted that the legislature would 
and ought to have power, to appoint what number 
of judges they might think proper, and regulate 
them by an increase or decrease according to dig 
varying situation of government, and that the le- 
gislature would he tire proper tribunal to which this 
discretion should he confided — seeing that Ihey 
were to emanate annually from the people and of 
course would be the host judges how to regn ' : 
the judiciary. This vvas my view at that time nor 
did 1 hear a sentiment advanced to the contrarv; 
and I have never heard it doubted from the com- 
mencement of onr government until the last ses- 
sion of the legislature, hut that the power rested 
in that body not only to reorganize lint to increase 
or diminish the number of judges as policy dictated

lowest tribunal. — Ye departed spirits, ye surviving 
heroes of the revolution, ami ye patriots of the 
late w ar, tell me, I pr vy yoq tell me, for what pur- 
pose did you spend your time — exhaust your trea- 
sure — and spill your blood! 

Was II to obtain an-i perpetuate freedom to H;q 
sons of America in order that they might rule 
themselves, by establishments of their own for- 
malioii, to he regulated at wiil for the benefit 
ami happiness of themselves (the people) for whom 
government is founded and courts established, and 
nol for Hie judges as some have vainly said. Ha- 
ving had a share in this great and glorious contest f 
will give the answer — il was that the people should 
be free an.l rut • themselves, and he the final expo- 
sitors of their own const itution. As I have had 
thirty odd years experience in public life botli in 
the field and counsels of my country, 1 have bes- 
towed much reflect lop on the nature of, and princi- 
ples upon which our government w as founded; and 
particularly I have bestowed much time and atten- 
tion on the subject of the late law reorganizing a 
Court of Appeals, and have no hesitation that the 
law is not only constitutional, but that sound pollen 
required it. 

In June 1792 a Court of A ppeals was establish- 
ed and in operation fur four years; and iu Novem- 
hc r 17 96, 1st. Litlell, page 560, the legislature es ; 
lavished a courVpf Appeals aud repealed all nth-

clerk was out of office. Several 
of Convention were members ijf the legislature 
when the law passed and voted for it, (myseli and 
others) at which time the constitutionality of the 
taw was not doubted. In 1812-13, see acts of As 
sctnBtv page 56, a law passed repealing the law of 
1801 authorizing a fourth judge. Thus you see the 
legislature took from the bench of the court of 
Appeals one judge and retained the balance. Yes, 
and several of the members of the Convention 
were active in this thing, myself amongst the rest, 
and in all this we heard nothing about the power of 
the legislature Huts to act — all was right, all was 
constitutional But alas! since the the establish- 
ment of the United States Bank amongst us the 
new theory of the 'obligation of contracts is found) 
out, and our system of laws which have been acted 
under and sanctioned by this state and the state ofj 
Virginia, also for upwards of thirty years, must; 
now be declared void by these judges, two of whom j 
with myself and others, all acting on oath, decla-! 
red valid and constitutional. 

I often reflect on Mr. .1 elTerson's expressions 
where he warns the people against the powerin 
stalled for life (the judges) which though they com-' 
maud not the sword or sceptre of a natiou are the 
willing allies to both, and are ready to destroy, un-: 
del' the form of law, the balance ul the government 
and to give their construction for the true constitu- 
tion of the country. 

As to the 12th section of the general provisions 
in the constitution I presume your ideas are correct 
that it was to guard against the improper exercise 
of power which might be drawn from other parts of 
that instrument by construction or implication, 
terms which 1 am persuaded are often attempted to 
be used when and where thty ought not. Bor 1 
deny that implication alone, authorizes a judge to 
declare a law unconstitutional. 

Thus, sir, 1 have given you a few broken ideas in 
answer to the contents of your letter, and have on- 
ly to lament the want of talents to do that justice 
to the cause which ‘ts importance demands; a cause 
for which I have laboured nearly forty years, and 
in which my very nature is indelal ly entwined, — 
the cause of the PEOPLE, the cause'of LIBER- 
TV.
